REV, J,J._ WHITE 


The Noted Anti-Catholic 
SpeakerDead atStanford 


BLOOMINGTON, ILL., April 24 — 


Rov. J. G. White, a veuerablo min- 
ister of the Cumberland Presbyterian 
church, died at his home iu Stanford, 
this county, Sunday, nged 87. Death 
resulted from the infirmities of age. 
White was known in every state of the 
Union as an anti-Catholic speaker and j tue crujs er Ruieigk 
writer. 
He had devoted nearly GO 


years to a crusade against the Catho- 
lic church, aud was so virulent and 
vehement in his warfare as to excite 
the Catholic population in many places 
to the poiut of threatening or actual 
violence.

On several oc.casions his lec- 
tures provoked disturbances in this 
city, and once, 30 years ago, a riot 
wa= imminent, aad was prevented only 
by a heavy increase of the city police, 
lie was the author of a dozen books 
and scores of pamphlets assailing tha 
Church of Home.

OUR TBAITOKS. 


A Washington special to the St 


Louis Globe-Democrat dated April 21 
discloses the fact, that President Mc- 
Kinley and his cabinet have in con- 
nection with the war found it neces- 
sary to discuss the conduct of some 
Americans whiwo actions amount to 
treason to their country.

Thoy have had before them the in- 
formation and uvitlunce of acts by 
Americans which bordorcd upon the 
treasonable. There luivo been tiling 
said and done l;y men of hi^'li position 
•which in the days of the civil war 
would havo been followed by iiniiie- 
rtiato incarceration within J'Virt Lafay- 
ette. Tho law has been read at cubiuot 
meetings, and what might be i'on- 
strued as olfeuncs against it have been 
pointed out. But the administration 
has preferred a policy ni liberality 
toward tho opposition r-jtln-r tlmu :i 
stringent enforcement of ilie law, even 
though the enemies at home were en- 
couraged by a decree of 
leniency 


wholly undeserved. 


A timo is at hand, however, when 


it may bo necessary to point cut and 
emphasize to the country the exact 
situation. Tho Philippines am now 
apart of the United States 
The in- 


surgents under Aguimildo an1 in re- 
bellion against the authority of the 
United States, and have been since the 
exchange of ratifications. 
Any en- 


couragement of these 1'ilpino rebels is 
traitorous. 
Into the yu-session of the 


United States government lias come 
much documentary evidence which in- 
criminates many person-; of aiding aud 
abetting the rebellion in the Philip- 
pines.

Philippines. 
'Iho demands recently 


made fur tho rstnrn of the volunteers 
were not all and not tho 
worst 


Messages havo 
been si nl, from the 


United States to the Philippines for 
the purpose of inciting the volunteers 
to refus-e further service and to insist 
on their immediate discharge. 
Men 


of high official 
position hnvo sent 


messages actually urging oilicers and 
soldiers now in tl.e field ai.d uphold- 
ing the authority of the United tU'iti'i 
against rebels to refuse to do HO nny 
longer. 


What course tho government shall 


take to lay before the country tho true 
significance ot such acts is yet to be 
determined, but at tho cabinet meet- 
ing today there was manifested u dis- 
position to have some kind of a re- 
niiudor of tho law against treason 
made public. There will bo another 
consideration of tho subject by the 
president aud the cabinet. 
lu tho 


meantime the collection of evidence 
against traitors will go on.

Tbe Ratio Compared In Some ot tb« 


Larse Cltlen of tlie 


World. 


At the present time a uniformed, or- 


ganized and disciplined police force for 
a systematic patrol o{ the streets ex- 
ists not only in all large urban centers, 
o£ the world, but also in every consider- 
able town in Europe and America. The 
London force of 14,000 constitutes by 
far the largest body, Tvlille other large 
cities follow iu the order of their pop- 
ulation— Kow York, 7,500; Paris, 7,200; 
Berlin, 4.200; Vienna, 8,400; Chicago, 
3,000. 
These arc not only the largest 


in tctal number of men, but in each 
case they represent the largest num- 
ber of policemen in proportion to pop- 
ulation, as compared with other towns 
iu the same country. 
In general, it 


may be said that, within any one coun- 
try, the larger the town, the larger tha 
ratio of policemen to population. Thus, 
in tho United States and Great Brit- 
ain, municipalities from 100,000 to 200,- 
000 population usually have about ten 
policemen to each 10,000 inhabitants, 
aud in Germany from eight to nine per 
10,000. 
In centers 
of about 
500,000 


population, there are 
usuallj- some- 


where near 15 polict-'inen to each 10,000; 
while New York has 20; London, 24; 
Ilerlin, 25, and Paris, 2S, to each 10,000 
inhabitants. 


This rule that the ratio of policemen 


to population increases with the size 
of tlie urban center is true only within 
each country. Some cities of the sec- 
ond and third population rank possess 
the greatest proportionate number of 
policemen. Eio de Janeiro, with a pop- 
ulation of 700,1*0. had in 1682 u police 
Corce of over 2,000 men, equal to 30.5 
or every 10,000 inhabitants.
